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The W orlds Obſeration for keeping their Maſſe days, and Fe- 
ſtivall dayes (ſo called) fathomed and found groundleſs, or without a 
bottome, ſo needs muſt fall that hath not whereon to ſtand, for what 
is there to uphold it but Papiſts traditions, HeatheniG manners or cu- 
ſtomes of Nations which are vaine ? and they that obſcrve lying vani- 
tics, forſake their own mercy. 


ND where do you read in all the Scriptures the writings of the holy Men of God of a day cal'ed Chritma's 
A day, indeed in the writings of the Pope and Papiſts you may reade there of ſeveral; Maſſe-days Cardle- 
maſs-day, Lammaſſe-day, Michaelmaſſe-day, but where did Chriſt, bis Miniters, Meſſeng:rs, and Folowers 
appoint Maſſe-dayes : Do you ſpeake truth then when you call it his Maſſe-day Chri tmaſſe day, when be nev.r 
appointed it nor commanded it, nor none of his Servants, Diſciples or Followers ? Is not your worke then yur 
own who required it at your bands, if you cann't makg it appeare that Chrift had a M» ſe-day, then it is y wr 
own Maſſe-4ay or the Papiſts Maſſe-day whom you are found imitators off, and ſo are you not upholding Popery 
keeping the Popes yoke upon your neckes, whileſt you are obſerving Popiſh dayes, feaſts, names, times and ſea= 

ons, and ſee nt all times in the Fathers band. 

The Apoſtle declared again't obſerving dayes and Moneths and times, which you are found obſerving of, (v 
out of therr Dofirine, therefore doth it not appeare your worke is your owne, that you are of a c:mtrary mind who 
ſaid Iam afraid of you, leaſt Thave beſtowed upon you labour in vaine, and writ unto them, and asked who 
bad bewitched them ; Obſerve a dey and kill the juſt, or they who live in pleaſures on Earth, and are wanton, 
doe they nt kill the juſt ? Or is that the end of your obſerving dayes and times to put an end to the Creatures of 
God to ſpend them upon your luſts, to ſwallow up the Creatures and make havock, of them, which the will have- 
ing its liberty runnes with greedineſſe into. Did ever the Saints follow ſuch praiſe the holy men of God eate 
and drinke but did nt riſe up to play,but they indeed whom God deſtroyed did ſo. Therefore reade your ſelves 
and conſider every one betimes the worke of your day and the end of your works 3 Are you not to doe all what- 
ſoever you doe to the praiſe and glory of God, is drunkenneſſe, night watching, revelling, rioting, banketting, 
gameing, Aanceing, ſporting, workes done 19 his glory or that doe praiſe him, or doth it not diſhonour him 
people to ſpend their dayes in vanity ? Or doth carding, diceing, fooliſh jefling, riddles, idle talkeing,corrupt, 
Communication, tories and fables glorifie God, what is done in your eatings, drinkings, ſuperfluities and wan= 
tonneſſe, reade well and conſider theſe things for God will not be mocked. Did &vd make the Creatures to ſerve 
yous and you to ſerve your luſts, or is it equall ſo to doe ? and ſuch as every one ſoweth ſuch ſhall he reape, 
wind therefore the weight and worth of your immortall ſoules, and ſpend ns longer your time in, vanity yee 
light airy wanton ones, that love your pleaſures, ſports and paſtimes more then God, ſo while you have time 
prize it. For doth not the light condemne you for theſe things, the witneſſe of God in your conſcience. Or how 
can you expet? God ſhould love you when you love your vanities, ſports and pleaſures more then him ; Or is thas 
@ bonouring of God or of Chriſt or glorifying him,whoſe the Earth is and the fulnefſe thereof to kill and deſtroy 
bis Creatures and ſpend them upon your Inf, and looſe and ſpend away your precious time with your fiddles 
wuſich, ſongs, riddles, fooliſh jeſting, idle talking and corrupt communication, doth not the Scriptures declare 
that with ſuch things the ſpirit of God is greived : Ought you not rather to delight your ſelves in the Lord an4 
take your —_— him, and not to = 4 qd dayes in vanity and follow after leaſing, that the Lord 
might dwell among you «nd delight to doe you good. 

Or who required that beuour from you which you ſay you ave doing for keeping of the Saints dayes,$t. Steven 
Ste Fobu and your Lady day, what Lord hath required ſuch worſhip from you except the Pope from whom you 
bave it by tradition, or what other example can you ſhew for your prattiſe herein ? Did they whom you call 
St. Steven, or St. Fobn in their day teach any ſuch Doltrine or give any ſuch example. And was not Mary 
bleſt and bighly favoured who was in the feare of God, and ſaid the mercy of God is from generation to gene= 
ration towards them that feare him. But this doth condemne you who are out of bis feare ſo out of his mercy, 
and feeding your ſelves without feare. And what is to you the holy day that are ftrangers to the holy life, can 
you ſay you live their life that pretend to keep their day, otherwiſe doth it not ſhew you are ignorant and know 
mot what you are deing, your works is groundleſſe without a bottome, that know not the Saints life nor their day 
who are from the light which leades to the holy day to the holy life, and ſo in the darkneſſe ſtumbling where you 

cannot tell what you are doing in your darke workgs,but the children of light ſee you and can have n» fellowhip 
with your unſruifull works of darkpeſſe which are to be reproved and for which you are reproved in ſecret when 
a0 - ſeeth you for your hard ſpeeches ungodly deeds and evill aftions, the light reproves you wherewith Chrift 
bath enlightened yoa who lighteth = man that cometh into the world, who love the darkpeſſe rather the 
light becauſe deeds are evill, which light wilbe your condemnation bating it and walking comrary unto ity 
which is the / 7 airs of all that believe aud obey. So loving the light wherewith you are enlightened and re= 


Ceiving it there will be a teacher preſent with you at all times and in all places to teach you ſobriety and the,
